“We feel that a critical situation 
exists on the northwest: side,” Mr. 
Ritchie explained, “and we do not 
propose to lose a single minute in re- 
lieving it.” 


Knockout for Feeder Lines. 


The commerce commission's decision 
was hailed here as at least a tem- 
porary knockout blow to the hopes of 
the promoters of the feeder busés 
for the traction lines as it means that 
the motor coach company will have 
firmly established its service months 
before the legal status of feeder 
buses for the street car lines can be 
determined in the courts, which alone 
can overrule the state commission. 
Legal experts are agreed that no ac. 
tion by the city council or any other 
agency to thwart the order will b» 
more than a mere gesture. . 

William J. Smith of Waukegan was 
the only member of the commission 
yoting against the order. Members 
voting for it, all appointed by Gov. 
Len Small, were P. H. Moynihan, 
chairman; Alexander J. Johnson. 
James R. Clark, and Daniel M. Jack- 
son. Hal. W. Trovillion was not pres 


In connection with the order the 
commission issued a 1,000 word state- 
ment explaining its action. The state- 
ment declares that inasmuch as the 
surface lines, under their charter can- 
not legally operate buses, and in the 
face of a pressing need for*transpor- 
tation on the growing northwest side, 
the commission was compelled to act 
as it did. Further, it points out, 
feeder buses might interfere with a 
comprehensive transit settlement. 

“ We are trying to avoid a situation 
which will result in nothing but litiga- 
tion,” the statement said. “We be- 
lieve the people are more anxious for 
transportation than they are for liti- 
gation.” 

Voting against the order, Commis- 
sioner Smith explained that he could 
not reject the pleas of thousands of 
people to whom the 3 cents difference 
in fare is highly important. Further, 
he said, the order provides an ex- 
tensive system on the city’s streets, 
whereas the motor coach operations 
heretofore have been largely confined 
to park boulevards. 

Thinks Courts Should Decide. 

“Once the motor coach company is 
assigned to this territory, it precludes, 
to my notion, the possibility of feeder 
bus operation by the traction cam- 
pany,” Smith asserted. “I feel that 
the highest ‘courts should decide the 
right of the street car company to 
operate feeder buses under its charter 
and that has not been done to date.” 

The streets on which the new motor 
coach lines will operate total about 
70 miles. These include a large part 
of the 100 miles of new routes re- 
quested by the company in a petition |

Every citizen who owns a length of 
pipe, a coll of garden hose, a boiler, a 
radiator. a plumber’s connecting joint 
or many another innocent domestic 
appliance .is, under the dry law, a 
eriminal and subject to afstretch in 
the penitentiary. As to a piumber’s 
or a steamfitter’s shop, it is steeped 
and saturated in crime. if one believes 
the law And the professors in the 
high school and college laboratories 
and whe chemists with their retorts, 
potentially are all hardened criminals 
and allies of Appolyon. 

Directed Against Stills. 

The law which has thrown nearly 
every family in the state into the 
category of lawbreakers and evil-doers 
was directed against stills. It was put 
through by the Anti-Saloon league 
and the W. Cc T. U. 18 months ago 
The 
law makes it a felony for any one 
to possess any part of a still. 

It sets forth the following defini- 
tion of the word “still.” 

“The term is construed to include 
any mechanism, apparatus or device 


kept or maintained for the purpose 


of distilling, making or manufactur- 
ing intoxicating liquors, which by 
any process of evaporation separate 
alcoholic liquor from grain, molasses, 
fruit or any other fermented sub- 
stance, or that is capable of any 
such use.’ 
Many Crude Apparatuses. 

Those last eight words cover such 
an amount of territory that virtually 
every domicile, every kitchen in the 
state, has appliances that are feloni- 
ous. Many stills are,crude—sometimes 


- an ordinary kettle or a pressure 
- @ooker, a device much used by house- 
wives in the mountain states, has its 


spout hooked up to a length of pipe— 
and it serves the purpose. 

A worm embodies the same prin- 
ciple as a radiator, the idea being to 


' get large surface in small area. Some 


erude stills are attached to old auto- 
mobile radiators to do the condens- 


« ing; others in the mountains are simp- 


ly hooked to long pieces of pipe, gen- 
erally buried in the ground to make 
them cold and induce conde tion. 
Some of the old Genna stills, ocked 
off by the police on the west side of 
Chicago, were simply a cooking tank, 
attached to a coil of ordinary garden 
hose; which took the place of a worm.

ZEPPELIN 
RECALLS 


Ship Sails Over Regions 
Bombed from Air. 


BY JOHN STEELE.

LONDON, Oct. 3.—Wartime thrills 


were recalled last night when Ger- 
many’s new giant airship, the Count 
Zeppelin LZ 127, which will fly to the

London Awaits Peace Voyage. 


Londoners and southeast Britons 
were gazing toward the sky last night 
as the word went around that the 
Zeppelin was coming—the first of its 
kind to visit England since the days 
when they meant de&th and destruc- 
tion. But this visit was friendly; no 
searchlights flashed across the sky, 
there were no darkened cities and no 
whine of anti-aircraft shells and crash 
of bombs. 

The Zeppelin earlier passed over 
Holland.

Col. Wise held it impera- 
tive to assure the south in unmis- 
takable terms that if Hoover is elected 
he will appoint no Negroes to federal 

ce in the south and will not limit 

e selection of appointees to Repub- 
licans wherever there is a scarcity of

unities. 

Whether or not the nominee accept 
ed the plank drafted by Col. Wise, 
there does appear in the accept- 
ance speech a passage which the 
southern Republican reorganizers are

Some say that 
the program was mapped out prior to 
the Kansas City convention, when the 
Hoover organization had contracted 
for the delivery of certain Negro del- 
egates from the south, but promised 
rival “lily white” delegations to rec- 
ognize them in the party reorganiza- 
tion after the convention. 

According to another version, the

The passage is this: Gee:

LOEB AND LEOPOLD TO GO FREE! 
(Milwaukee Journal.] 


The chairman of the Llinois state board of pardons 
and paroles says that Richard Loeb and Nathan 
Leopold, who slew little Bobbie Franks for the thrill 
of the experience, will be eligible to parole within 
six years. If that be true, while still very young 
men these two archmurderers will have paid all the 
debt they owe to Illinois for one of the most re-

Chairman Clabaugh of the Illinois board lays the 
blame on the mittimus, or commitment papers, that 
sent Loeb and Leopold to Joliet. Presumably he 
means that there was nothing put in these papers 
to prevent the operation of the parole law, as Judge 
Caverly in his decision indicated should be done. 
It may be well to recall one paragraph of that re- 
markable court paper which saved the necks of these 
two young men and committed them to prison for 
dife: 

“The court feels it proper to add a final word 
concerning the effect of the parole law upon the pun- 
ishment of these defendants. In the case of such 
atrocious crimes, it is entirely within the discretion 
of the department of public welfare never to admit 
these defendants to parole. To such a policy, the 
court urges them strictly to adhere. If this course 
is persevered in, the punishment of these defendants 
will both satisfy the ends of justice and safeguard 
the interests of society.” 

Here is a plain recommendation and it was about 
the only encouraging feature of the Caverly deci- 
sion. Society thought that Loeb and Leopold had 
been put away for good. The judge said in effect 
that this would be the only way to meet the ends of 
justice and safeguard society.

TEETH SHOULD BE 


REMOVED. 

F a young child has deciduous teeth 

that are rotten, particularly if there 

are gum boils or abscesses, they 

should be removed. If they are not 
badly decayed and if they can be filled 
and put in fair condition, they should, 
be left. 

The first half of this statement is 
what might be called a concession made 
by Dr. B. O. Sippy. The second half 
is more in line with his basic opinion. 
In his judgment, teeth should stay in 
their proper positions. If teeth come 
in abnormal positions, they should be 
eased into normal pesition if it can be 
done. If a tooth is lost, something 
should be done to keep the other teeth 
from pushing or tilting into the space. 
This something may take the form of 
false teeth, or bridge work, or plates, 
as a space holding device. 


Ewery effort should be made to keep 
the milk teeth from decaying. The diet 
should be changed to one that contains 
more milk, cereal and proteins and less 
starch and sugar. Some have advocated 
that the mouth should be kept clean. 
But if, in spite of all that can be done, 
the teeth are badly decayed, they should 
be pulled. To do so may interfere with 
the proper development, the proper 
eruption of the underlying permanent 
tooth. It may cause the arch, the 
palate, the jaw and the nose to develop 
improperty. On the other hand, the 
bacteria in badly decaying teeth may 
do great harm to the underlying tooth 
and to the gum tissues, and even may 
hazard the general health, 
Weighing the advantages and the dis- 
advantages, Dr. Sippy favors pulling 
badly decayed milk teeth. In some in- 
stances it may be best to try to retain 


| the space by having the child wear a 


space retaining device, but as a rule 
this is not feasible. If the permanent 
tooth below such a space is slow in 
erupting, it may be advisable to help 
it by cutting the gums, or by cutting 
away some of the bony wall around the 
growing tooth, or by irritating some- 
what the face of be tooth itself. 


WHEN TO GIVE z BABY CEREAL. 

Mrs.. W. C. writes: My baby boy is 6 
months old. As yet he gets no food but 
breast and a bottle after every feeding. 
I give him the juice of half an orange 
every morning. 

Please tell me when to start giving 
him cereal and what kind?

He has a cold most of the time. Noth- 
ing I do seems to help him,

He is olf enough to begin taking cereal. 

Start with a thin cereal; not much more 


than cereal water. He can take it in place

IMMIGRATION IN THE CAMPAIGNS. 
Glencoe, Ill., Oct. 1—Congressman 
|\Cole recently called attention in these 


columns to the importance of the immi- 
gration question, fundamentally agreed 
upon by Mr. Hoover and Gov. Smith, 
who differ only in their view as to dates 
‘for determining the nationals represent- 
(ed in the United States. 

The present restrictive measure is 
based on 2% of the foreign origin popu- 
lation of this country in 1890; these 
people who came to this country in the 
early days were primarily hard pio- 
neers who saw in America a better 
future for themselves in return for hon- 
est work. These producers came over 
and were quickly absorbed in the 
scheme of things and their value as as- 
similated Americans is not questioned 
anywhere. 

Subsequent to 1890 the economic and 
living conditions within. the United 
States gradually changed‘ - prosperity 
with its ups and downs stood out in fa- 
vorable contrast with Europe. The mis- 
guided belief held among some here that 
America should have cheap labor re- 
sulted in attracting among others, an 
element not suitable for America’s need ; 
the gates were open and means of 
reaching this country were made easy; 
attractive inducements brqught to our 
shores an increase in the foreign born 
population of 50 per cent in twenty 
years’ time. 

Mr. Hoover approves as the basis for 
determining the admissible aliens 2 per 
cent of 9,249,560 foreign born residents 
living in this country in 1890, while Gov. 
Smith, who in his acceptance speech de- 
cries the policy of going back “38 years” 
as a basis of fixing our quotas, has left 
us somewhat in the dark as to whether 
he favors 1910, 1920, or 1930. 

The foreign born living in New York 
City up to 1890 were 397,711 or approxi- 
mately 4 per cent of the total within 
the United States. In 1910 this had in- 
creased to the enormous figures of 
1,944,357, equaling approximately 14 per 
cent of the total within the United 
States as of the same date. Or puttifig 
it another way the foreign born popula- 
tion of New York City had increased 
nearly 500 per cent in 1910 over 1890, 
and these to a large extent were not 
pioneers but with racial characteristics 
fully developed to live by their wits. 
Gov. Smith wants a year used as the 
basis of fixing the nationals changed to 
some later date. We assume he might 
favor 1910 instead of ‘some later date, 
and also assuming he would be content 
with the present 2 per cent restriction 
clause it would mean an admission of 
three aliens where two are now ad- 
mitted under the present law.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 2.—[Spectal.]— 


An order to show cause why Walter 
J. Kohler should not be removed as 
the Republican nominee for governor 
was issued by the Supreme court to- 
day on application of Attorney Fred 
M. Wylie of Madison, acting as a “ tax- 
payer.” 

The document orders Mr. Kohler 
and Secretary of State Theodore Dam- 
man to appear in court on Oct. 6, to 
show cause why an alternative writ of 
mandamus should not issue command- 
ing the secretary of state to cancel or 
correct Mr. Kohler’s certification of 
nomination for governor. 

Mr. Wylie declared that he brought 
the action of his own volition and that 
he represented no one but himself as 
an elector and taxpayer of Madison. 
In his petition he asserts that he 
requested Attorney General John Rey- 


nolds to bring the action, but that the | 


attorney general refused. 
Cites Alleged Breaches. _ 
Mr. Wylie itemizes many points 
which he contends are in violation of 
the corrupt practices act. He con- 
tends that Mr. Kohler did not appoint 
a personal campaign committee and 
that the statements’ of accounts re 
quired by the corrupt practices act to 
be filed and verified upon the oath of 
the candidate have not been filed.

neva speech, in which he indirectly ac- 


cused Germany of bad faith in fulfilling 
the Locarno and Kellogg peace pacts, 
political developments in Germany to- 
day definitely divide the reichstag into 
two camps, monarchist and republican, 
not counting the fifty-four seats of 
communists, who are against every- 
thing. 

The Volkspartei [people’s party], 
controlling forty-five seats in the 
reichstag, is known as the Strese- 
mann party. Dr. Gustav Stresemann, 
the foreign minister, who initiated the 
Locarno agreement, agreed to the 
Dawes plan, and who despite doctors’ 
advice risked his own life by going 
to Paris to identify himself with the 
Kellogg anti-war pact, is its leader. 
Today he officially withdrew from the 
Stahlhelm (Steel Helmets], a semi- 
military organization having close to 
a million members. 

Objects to Demonstration. 

A communique from the Volkspar- 
tei announcing the foreign minis- 
ter’s withdrawal, explains his decision 
Was actuated by the public demonstra- 
tion of the Steel Helmets in Berlin, 
incited by resentment over M. Briand’s 


_ speech, which even the Conservative 


press regarded as “the undoing of 
Locarno,” and against the Weimar 
‘constitution and for a monarchy. 
Heretofore the Steel Helmet, sup- 
posedly above party politics, has been 
regarded as an organization existing 
only as a protection for national inter- 
ests. When singing “ Deutschland 
Ueber Alles” it was merely continu- 
ing the policy of Von Hindenburg, 
Mackensen, Stresemann, and even the

LOYOLA BLUNDER | 
IS WARNING FOR 
COLLEGE ELEVENS 


Teams Should Profit by 
Mistake on Pass.

Coaches and players who engage in 
football games Saturday should protf- 
it by the mistake made by Loyola of 
New Orleans in {ts contest with Notre 
The play in question, which paved 
the way for Notre Dame's second 
touchdown and the points needed to 
win, may happen at any time in an 
evenly fought coritest.

There were three 
yards to gain for a first down and 
touchdown. It was third down. Nie- 
miec attempted another forward pass 
off his left tackle.

The end run is one of the oldest 
plays in football. It still can be used 
effectively, but it requires better block- 
ing than most formations, especially 
in the open.

A marked change injgentiment was 
noticeable in the grain markets yester- 
day. There was decided strength in 
wheat at Winnipeg. That was com- 
bined with reports that the Indian 
government had bought Canadian 
Afgentine and Australian wheats and 
a radio speech by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Jardine, suggesting that farmers 
hold back their grain. All those 
factors brought in increased buying 
orders, resulting in a bulge of 2@2%0c 
The finish 
was well toward the top at net gains 
of 14% @1\%c. Corn closed % @ \c high- 
er with rye up 1:7-8@2\%c, while oats 
were unchanged to %c higher. 

Slight foreign demand and the fallure 
of the wheat market to decline, despite 
receipts of about 16,000 cars of cash 
grain at leading American and Cana- 
dian. points during the last two days 
caused many operators to feel prices dis- 
counted all bearish influences. So there 
was some increase in commission house 
buying. 

Winnipeg wheat closed 24%@3%c higher, 
with October leading. That future went 
to a premium of “sc over December 
there, against an even price at the finish 
on Monday. Liverpool closed %@1%d 
higher, reflecting buying by India, which 
normally is an exporter of wheat. 


Buenos Aires Higher. 


Cromwell estimates the wheat crop 
of the three Canadian provinces at 547,- 
000,000 bu, while Bryant made’ it 476,- 

_ 000,000 bu, against 413,000,000 »u har- 
vested last year. Leading Canadian 
points received 3,416 cars on Monday, 
the largest on record for one day. Of 
those arrivals 56 per cent graded No. 4 
northern or better. The Buenos Aires 
market advanced sharply toward the 
last and closed 1%@2%c higher, with Oc- 
tober leading, the latter being $1.14. 
Private crop estimates on the American 
crop showed little change for the month 
and the private reports average was 
316,000,000 bu, against the government 
September returns of 323,000,000 bu. 

At no time were corn values as low as 
the finish on Monday. Commission 
houses and locals were*on the buying 
side, with the bulge checked by selling 
against offers. Cash corn was in good 
demand,. with the basis steady to Ic 
higher, and warehouse receipts for 706,- 
000 bu No. 2 mixed in public elevaters 
were canceled for shipment, part of 


which is expected to go to industries. 


Corn Crop Reduced. 

Average of the four leading loca] stat- 
isticilans suggested a corn crop of 2,965,- 
@00,000 bu, or 107,000,000 bu less than a 
month ago, and had considerable influ- 
ence, although comparing with the gov- 
ernment’s September returns of 2,941,- 
900,000 bu, and with 2,774,000,000 bu 
harvested last year.

~ of making of apples, peaches, plums, 
~~ ete. The best way is to get the pulp 
—perhaps slightly sweetened as above 
and cook it till dry before adding 
sugar—then cook dry again and 
spread in a sheet on-plate or platter 
and dry. | 
JT am not saying that it will be, but 
in my experience this blue plum 
cheese has been mild and delicious, 
while damson plum cheese, even when 
made with all necessary sugar, will 
make people screw up their faces be- 
cause it is so sour. But fruits do 
differ widely because of being more or 
less ripe, and size also makes a great 
difference in quality. I am minded to 
gay this because of an experience I 
have had this year with crabapples 
which would not behave.
